Tend with 
surfage water courses, and the . little 
streams for irrigating the rice fields offer. 
ideal breeding places for this parasite. 
The cattle are largely pastured on. the 
talsed: grassy .banks betweon the paddy 
ficlda beside tho irrigating streamlets and 
are thus favourably placod for contracting 
the disease, Thia parasite is not directly 
communicable from oxen to man.’ 

Tuberculosis was exceedingly rare among 
puro bred Chinese-.cattlo killed in the 
slaughter house. : ‘ 

Two outbreaks of the foot and mouth 
diseano occurred Isat year, neither proving 
fatal. vals 
Among some of the cattle in twa of the 
European dairies in the Colony s condition 
appoared skin ta malaria, ‘Towards even- 
ing tho temperature rose to 103 or 103 
degrees, but became almust normal in the 
morning.’
